NO FIGHTING ON THURSDAY. 


The Enemy Reireating Northward 
to Harredsburg.

To Major General Hatleck, General in Chief : 

I bave Mready advised you of the move- 
ments of the army under my command from 
Louteville. More or less skirmis ting hw oc- 
curred daijy with the enemy's cavelry since 
then, It was supposed the enemy would give 
battle at Bards'o#n, My troops reached that 
point on the 4th inst., driving out the enemy's 
rear guard of cavalry and artillery. 

Tbe main body retired towards Springficid, 
whither the pursuit was continued, We seat 
a corps under Gen. Gilibert oa the direct road 
from Springdeld to Perryville, waica arrived 
on the 7th inst., within two miles of the town, 
where the enemy was found to be in force.
